“Beloved, I wish above all things 
that thou mayest prosper and be in 
health, even as thy soul prospereth.” 
3 John 2. 

1. There was no doubt in the mind 
of John that Gaius was prospering 
in his soul, but he also wished that 
he might have perfect health in his 
body. Was this an idle wish? .Of course 
not. John was interested in the health 
of his body as well as the health of 
his soul. Why? Because John could no 
longer take pleasure in Gaius after 
he was dead. Neither could he take 
pleasure in knowing that Gaius was 
sick and suffering, and the better 
health he had, the longer he would 
live to give John joy. I suspect the 
apostie John had good health because 
it seems that he lived to be about one 
hundred years old. There are some 
who live now, in 1930 A. D., whowould 
have said, “Be patient, Gaius, the 
Lord sent those pains to make you 
humbler and to keep you from waver- 
ing from the path of duty,” but the 
apostle John did not look at it that 
way. There was one, named Simon, 
who was of the early bishops of Je- 
rusalem, who lived to be one hundred 
and twenty years old. 

2. Is it God’s will that we be sick? 
If you are ill, then in the sense of 
performance and permission it is so, 
but to say that it is His desire is an- 
other question. In the case of most of 
us, if we are sick and suffering, then 
it is God’s will and as the result of 
certain laws His desire, for He has 
no desire to go contrary to His own 
laws, in other words, He will not do 
so. In the mind of God His laws are 
of more value and He delights in 
them more than He does in the pain- 
less happiness of man. God made it 
a law of nature that the sun should 
give light for us to see by and heat 
to warm the earth. Will He change 
that law just to satisfy that perspir- 
ing laborer working in the field. God 
made it a law that faith should ar- 
rest and harness the law of nature by 
healing Mr. A— of the gout. (Most 
diseases in America are gout or con- 
gestion of the blood caused by too 
much starch, sweets and meat). But 
will He dishonor the law of temper- 
ance just to satisfy the gullible gor- 
mand and contrary to the law of 
health permit him to stay well while 
he goes on trampling the laws of na- 
ture under his feet? Most assuredly 
He will not. 

3. According to the law of love and 
mercy, it is not God’s desire that 
anyone be sick and suffer. He rejoices 
in the happiness of all His creation. 
God does not sing Himself but He does 
thru His angels when they say, Glory 
to God in the highest, and He listens 
to His own praise when the saints 
who are on earth make melody to 
Him, and it is God listening to His 
own voice when the mocking bird and 
the canary fill the air with music. 
Can God rejoice in the pain of His 
creatures merely for the pain’s sake, 
even though it be a drooping spar- 
row? We must say, No! God does re 
joice in a willingness to suffer for 
His name sake as in the case of perse- 
ecution; but there is an error which 
has come down to us from of old, an 
error which has tainted even Chris- 
tians unto this present day. The 
heathen lashes his body till blood 
comes out, Catholics have walked 
with beans in their shoes thinking 
this would make them holier, and the 
Christian thinks that his sickness and 
pain somehow makes him or her holi- 
er, and if he does not happen at the 
time to have some bodily pain, he 
will torment himself mentally sup- 
posing that God will come and sympa- 
‘thize with him. The sinner should 
mourn for his sins and turn from 
them and the saint should travail for 
the lost, but outside of this all bitter- 
ness* of mind and, in plain English, 
worry, does not help on to God and 
does not make one holy. 

4. Some get under bondage to fast- 
ing and think that fasting will make 
them holier. They fast today and eat

breakfast tomorrow and feel like they 
have grieved the Spirit because they 
ate breakfast, and so they eat nothing 
more until noon on the next day and 
then they feel like they should have 
fasted a little longer and so they start 
all over again. This continues until 
they get weak in their body and they 
are continually living in doubt. If do- 
ing without food would make a man 
holy, the heathen would have plenty 
who are holy. Pain makes no one 
holy; sickness makes no one holy; 
fasting makes no one holy; mental 
torment makes no one holy, but the 
humble are justified by faith and the 
just shall live by faith and faith is 
not worked up emotion but voluntary 
trust. Mental or physical pain does 
not buy the favor of God, but trust 
brings God to the soul. Faith in the 
blood of Jesus is what makes a holy 
man or woman. This is what makes 
them acceptable with God. But self- 
torture can not make a man holy. 
None of these can we plead when we 
get to Heaven. We can only plead the 
blood of Jesus. We do not believe that 
God would have us fast until our 
bodies are deprived of so much of the 
food value needed for our health and 
well-being. A weak, sickly man or wo- 
man is a burden to the family, society 
and world. If they can not help it, 
then it is love’s duty to administer 
to them without murmuring, but it is 
a fact and we know it is true, that at 
least ninety-five per cent of sickness 
both of the saint and sinner could be 
avoided. When C. H. Finney was first 
converted he was so carried away in 
the Spirit till all desire for food was 
gone. He scarcely ate anything for 
days at a time, but he was a man of 
great prudence and saw if this kept 
on he would soon break down so from 
then on he ate regularly and the great 
work of God went on. He sometimes 
set aside a day for fasting and pray- 
er, and then was regular at his meals. 

5. There is no need then of my 
fasting any, that is, to the intent of 
willfully injuring my health. To de 
prive my body of food (protein, fats, 
starch, mineral salts and vitamines) 
is self-starvation, and what is this 
but self-murder. Which had you rath- 
er do, murder yourself at once or by 
degrees? A. broken down engine can- 
not do much even though there is 
plenty of steam in the boiler. Neither 
can the Holy Ghost do much with a 
body which is about to fall to pieces 
and your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost. It is up to you to do your 
best to keep your body in the best of 
shape and you can do this by study 
and self-control and you are under 
obligations to do so for the kingdom 
of Heaven’s sake. 

Some will now say that we are op- 
posed to fasting, but a little farther 
and you will see that you are a great 
way mistaken. There are many virl- 
tues to be obtained by fasting when 
done properly and systematically. of 
these we can not go into detail now. 
We may at a later date write on the 
value of fasting. If you choose to get 
them, there are valuable books writ- 
ten on this important subject. A three 
to five days’ fast and even just one 
day when properly carried out can 
be very beneficial to most of us, for 
soul, body and mind. I trust my read- 
ers will get the thought and see that 
there is no conflict between these 
statements. God expects us to do 
nothing willfully that would injure 
the body, not even in fasting. There 
is only one reason we are justifiable 
in neglecting to heed the need of the 
body for perfect health and that is for 
charitable purposes. For example, the 
missionary going into sickly coun- 
tries, or the evangelist carrying the 
gospel at the risk of his life, perhaps 
going into homes where it is impossi- 
ble for him to get the proper nourish- 
ments, or the nurse visiting homes 
where there are contagious diseases. 
How many of you wish to be at your 
best for God in every sense of the 
word? The royal road to health, hap- 
piness, efficiency, mental equilibrium, 
usefulness, peace of mind and spirit, 
life here and life hereafter, is not 
lived with self-indulgence but self-de- 
nial, self-control and self-culture. Let 
us make for the all-round man in 
Christ Jesus. May the Lord bless you.
